Dr. Thomas pointed out that

the disability compensation phase
of the Unemployment Insurance
“Act requires a claimant who is

unable to work because of a

physical or mental illness or in-

jury to obtain a physician's cer-
tificate to attest to the disabili-

ty. Included in the certificate

is the doctor’s estimate of the
length of time he believes it
will take for the disability. to
end.

“Apparently through modesty,
doctors are estimating that ‘it
will take them twice as long to
cure their patients as is prov-
ing 'to be the case from factual
findings,” the medical director
said. “The facts reveal that al-
though many doctors have put
themselves on record to the con-
trary, they are proving them-
selves to be as good as the ave-
rage doctor in restoring their
patients’ héalth.”
